. To. the; great Honour of thoſe, who . 
have directed their Thoughts towards. 
this Charity, it may with Truth be de- 
clared, that their Aſſiſtance hath been 
not only chearfully, but liberally con- 
tributed. Its Infancy laboured under 
Difficulties, which nothing but unwea- 
ried ' Induſtry and Patience could ever: 
have ſurmounted: It was long before i its 
Nature and Deſign were thoroughly un- 
derſtood: It was conſidered by the lower 
Ranks of People, however preſſing their 
| Necel- - 
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Neceſſities, with a Kind of jealous Ap- 
prehenſion, as little better than a ſpe- 
cious Method of ſeducing poor Children 
into a Service, for which they were neither 
fitted nor diſpoſed; and in which they 
would be ſubjected to more than ordinary 
Sufferings. It was ſuſpected by others, 
neither acquainted with the Perſons, gor 
the Motives from which it originated, to 
be unſound in its Principle, and inade- 
quate to the Purpoſes for which it was 
inſtitutec. But happy Experience has 
convinced us, that it needed only to be 
fully known, to infure to it all the Credit 
which it has ſince obtained, and its due 
Proportion of the publick Favour. It has 
advanced by Degrees, from a very preca- 
rious Beginning, to ſuch a State of per- 
manent Stability, as, without Arrogance, 
to aſſume its Place among the brighteſt 
Ornaments which this country can boaſt. 
Its Proceedings have been made known 
even in the moſt diſtant Regions; and it. 
has there met with ſuch Aſſiſtance and 
Support, as is at once their Glory and our

Another Senſe wherein the Word Sim- 
plicity in this Paſſage has been under- 
ſtood, is, without Partiality. In which 
Reſpect, this Society may truly conſider 
itſelf as eminently diſtinguiſhed. As a 
Proof whereof, it may not be amiſs to 
refer you to the Abſtract of its Proceed- 
ings, particularly within the Courſe of 
the two preceding Years; within which 
Period, ELEVEN HUNDRED and 
EIGHT Y-TWO diſtreſt Boys have been 
provided for. Some, © * ſent by various 
Magiſtrates from their Courts, Offices, and 
Priſans—Others, Orphans, lurking about 
the Streets; many. of them recommended 
by kumane Perſons, who have been made 
acquainted with their complicated Miſe- 
ries; ſome, Apprentices, legally. diſcharged, 
under Complaint of petty, Offences ; or from 
Difinclination or Inability to follow their 
reſpeive Trades; many, Yagabonds, over- 
zobelmed with Filtbineſs, and in Danger

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kedneſs and Diſeaſe; but by far the 
greateſt Number, Sons f poor Widows, 
and indigent Labourers, with numerous 
Families, being Boys of an active Diſ- 
polition, yet without Means of Employ- 
ment, and applying to be fitted out at 
our Expence.” 


From the general Hiſtory of this Cor- 
poration, which cannot he read without 
an equal Mixture of Pain and Satisfac- 
tion, it will appear to you, that, from 
its firt Eſtabliſhment, not fewer _ than 
FOURTEEN THOUSAND EIGHT 
HUNDRED Individuals have been re- 
lieved, and rendered beneficial Mem- 
bers of the Community. And ere the 
Sword, w'«'.ch is now about to be drawn, 
ſhall be put again into its Scabbard, 
and Peace ſhall be happily reſtored, 
the Numbers who will offer themſelves 
to be employed in your Defence, will fo 
exceedingly increafe--our Expences, as 
to demand the generous Aſſiſtance of 
every Friend to the Intereſts of his Coun- 
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Wale 


try in general, and of every Advocate 
for this Inſtitution 1n particular, 


Amidſt the fad Variety of Wretched- 
neſs preſented to our Notice, it appears, 
that if at any Time this Society exceeds 
the Limits of impartial Mercy, it is al- 
ways in Favour of that Diſtreſs, which 
has the ſtrongeſt Claim to its Compaſſion... 
It is influenced by no Recommendation. 
It knows no Preference, but that of Mi- 
ſery, in the Choice of its Objects. It is 
ſufficient for its Purpoſe, that extreme 
Neceſſity preſents itſelf; and to the Re- 
lief of this, is its Attention conſtantly 
directed. But it by no means appears, 
from the recited Account, that it ever 
ſolicits, or even admits Unworthineſs, as 
ſuch; and indeed its Deſigns are very 
much miſunderſtood, when it is conſi- 
dered merely, as the Receptacle of aban- 
doned Wickedneſs; or as only a Kind of 
intermediate State betwixt the Priſon 
and the Place of Execution. We think 
it ſufficiently redounds to our Praiſe,

that while we are happy, when we find 
Merit not excluded from the loweſt 
Orders of Men, we are not inexorable, 
even where there is no claim of Merit. 
We /hut not up our Bowels of Compaſſion, 
even from thoſe, whom we have too 
great Reaſon to think deſtitute of almoſt 
every Principle of Virtue. But we are 
chiefly anxious to relieve the father- 
Jeſs Children, and the Widow's Care *; 
who muſt otherwiſe be expoſed to 
all the ſad Conſequences of irremedi- 
able Diſtreſs. We do not allow ſuch 
unhappy Creatures to wait, till they 
have both Inclination and Ability to 
become formidable to Society, We pre- 
vent their attaining to that State of hor- 
rid Deſperation, which not only makes 
them ſit looſe to every Obligation of 
Duty, and to all Senſe of me: but 
renders them even indifferent to Life

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ttfelf, We do not give any, whom it 
is in our Power to ſave, an Oppor- 
tunity to fit down, blinded with Igno- 
rance, and miſled by Paſſion, and make 
their own fooliſh and fatal Eſtimate 
of Things, which too often termi- 
nates in this dreadiul Refolution—that 
the Pleaſures of Sin for a Seaſon, how-. 


ever ſhort it may be, are preferable to 


a whole Life, ſpent in Induſtry and Cre- 
dit; within the Limits of Temperance 
and Sobriety ; and ſubject to the wiſe 
and ſalutary Reſtraints of the Goſpel. 
Senfations of the deepeſt Sorrow cannot 
fail to be excited in your Breaſts, for 
thoſe in particular, who feel no Shame 
nor Sorrow for themſelves; who are 
paſſing through the Vale of Miſery, and the 
Shadow of Death, without Principle, with- 
out Support, without Reflection, with- 
out Hope, and without GOD in the 
World! Even to theſe is your Bene- 
volence readily extended, upon the no- 
bleſt Principle of doing Service both 
to the Objects themſelves, and to the 

C 2 Pub- 
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Publick. But to ſuppoſe your Atten- 
tion confined to ſuch Objects as theſe, 
would be an Impeachment of the Miſdom, 
however it might ſeem to magnify the 
good Intentions, of this Society. You are 
glad alſo (however ye may be grieved 
at the Occaſion) to relieve the compal- 
ſionate Feelings of the Magiſtrate ; whoſe 
Humanity dictates to him, that it is far 
more defirable to recommend the young 
Offender to your Care, than to conſign 
him to thoſe Places, in which, for want 
of Solitude, the only Incitement to ſe- 
rious Reflection, the petty Tranſgreſſor 
is frequently ſo improved, as to be fitted 
for the Perpetration of every Kind of 
Villainy: But you feel a far purer Satis- 
faction, when the diſtreſsful honeft Parent 
implores your Aſſiſtance, to alleviate the 
Burthen of his domeſtick Sorrows, by 
ſuch a Proviſion for his Children, as will 
' not only be creditable to themſelves, but 
render them eminently ſerviceable to 
their Country.

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There is yet a third Senſe in which 
the Expreſſion in the Text is often ap- 
plied z and indeed it is a more obvious 
Signification than either of the former; 
and that is, when the Word Simplicity 
is oppoſed to Oſtentation and needleſs 
Parade: In this Particular alſo, the 
Inſtitution before us challenges its 
Share of Merit and Regard. Its Pro- 
ceedings, from its earlieſt Origin, have 
been marked by a peculiar Attention to 
the ſtricteſt QÆconomy: And herein it 
hath been always reſtrained by the pre- 
dominant Deſire of being as extenſively 
beneficial as poſſible. This, we know, 
can only be effected, either in our pub- 
lick or domeſtick Character, by carefully 
avoiding every Species of unneceſſary 
Expence. Even when the bountiful 
Friends of this Society had enabled it to 
appear with ſome Degree of Credit in 


the World, the moſt diſtant Imputation 


of Vanity or Extravagance was avoided, 
in the Conſtruction and Arrangement of 
its local Eſtabliſhment. 
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Nor 1s each particular Donation to this 
Charity leſs diſtinguiſhed by its Simplicity, 
as1timpliesa ſingle Regard to doing good. 
For they who contribute towards its. 
Support, extend their Bounty to the moſt 
helpleſs of their Fellow-creatures, hoping 
for nothing again; not even the Thanks; 
at leaſt, not the perſonal Acknowledge- 
ments, of the Objects whom they ſo eſ- 
ſentially ſerve: But they enjoy a far 
greater Satisfaction, from the Teſtimony 
of their Conſcience, that they have been 
actuated by the beſt and trueſt Motives 
to Beneficence: The Commandments of. 
GOD; the Love of their Neighbour; 
and the Example of Him, who was un- 
wearied in his Demonſtrations of Mercy, 
operate with united Force, inciting 
them to have Pity on the Poor. They 
have no Need to be reminded, Who it 
was, that for their Sakes became poor, 
that they, thro" his Poverty, might be 
rich. Who it was, whoſe Liberality ex- 
tended itſelf even to the Effuſion of His 
precious Blood ; whoſe Impartiality com-

prehended the whole World in his Der 
ſigns of Mercy; and whoſe Character 
was ſo remarkable for its unaſſuming 
Simplicity, and ſo abhorrent from the. 
lighteſt Imputation of Vain-glory, that, 
being in the Form of GOD, and thinking it 
no Robbery to be equal. with GOD,, He 


made Himſelf of no Reputation, and took. 


upon Him the Form of a Servant; deſpiſ- 
ing the Shame and Scandal. of the Crofs,. 
that he might reſtore to us our forteited 
Inheritance of Life and Glory. They: 
conſider, that, in the Practice of every 
Virtue, He hath let us an Example that 
we ſhould follow His Steps, tho' not in 
the Extent of our Obedience, yet as to 
the Nature of it, and the Motives on 
which it is founded : They are there- 
fore glad to diſtribute, willing to commu- 
nicate; and are well contented to wait, in 
humble Hope of that Approbation, which 
the great Judge of Heaven and Earth 
ſhall vouchſafe to beſtow, at an Hour, 
when the Applauſes of Men ſhall be 
lighter than Vanity itſelf, 


But, 
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But, while we thus acknowledge with 
great Thankfulneſs to GOD, the /iberal 
and impartial Hand, and that peculiar 
Singleneſs of Heart, with which ye have 
hitherto promoted the Deſigns of this 
Inſtitution, we feel ourſelves encouraged, 
and even neceſſitated, to lay before you 
a Circumſtance, which ſeems to cal! 
aloud for the farther Exertion of your 
Bounty towards it. 


Among the Multitude of deſtitute 
Creatures, which appear before you, 
there are ſome wretched Beings, who 
ſeem to ſtand alone upon the Earth; de- 
tached as it were from the reſt of their 
Species, and utterly unknown to every 
Individual around them: They have 
either wandered, thro' a Spirit of En- 
terprize, from the Place of their Nati- 
vity, and from their legal Settlement; 
or they have been encouraged, and per- 
haps compelled by intereſted Perſons, to 
forſake it. And having been informed, 
that the Arms of this Society are ever 

open 
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open for the Reception of every Species 
of Miſery, they repair to it, immediately, 
for Shelter and Protection. | 


We are very ſincere in our Wiſhes 
to afford them that Refuge which they 
implore ; but we are unable to do it, 
having no Fund adequate to ſuch an ad- 
ditional Expence. Our Method, at pre- 
ſent, 1s, to ſupply them with the Means 
of immediate Subſiſtence, and diſmiſs 
them till ſome future Day, when they 
may be diſpoſed of according to their 
ſeveral Deſtinations : The great Miſchief 
which we would earneſtly wiſh to avoid 
is, that of their forming Connections in 
this intermediate Space, which may not 
only blaſt their original Deſign of be- 
coming uſeful to the State, but enroll 
them in the Number of thoſe dangerous 
Enemies to our Peace and Safety, which 
this Inſtitution is ſo happily calculated 
to diminiſh. 


Here, I apprehend, a new and very 
important Object preſents itſelf to the 
Con- 
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Conſideration of the generous and great; 
who will eaſily be induced to acknow- 
ledge how neceſſary it is, that this So- 
ciety ſhould be enabled to receive, 
and to give this occaſional Protection 
to, thoſe who come to it in ſo forlorn 
and helpleſs a Condition, Could this 
be effected, we ſhould not only avoid 
the Miſchief juſt mentioned, but might 
become, in forme Degree, acquainted 
with their ſeveral Diſpoſitions, and be 
better qualified to place them out to the 
beſt Advantage. Indeed, ſo many Benefits 
ſeem likely to ariſe from this Addition 
to our Plan, that I have only to wiſh, 

it may as forcibly ſtrike the Minds of 
thoſe, who have more Penetration to im- 
prove, and larger Ability to promote, 
the Deſign thus curſorily ſubmitted to 
your Conſideration, 


And now, what remains, but that I 
earneſtly recommend you to GOD, and 
to the Power of His Grace? beſeeching 
Him to bleſs and proſper all your Pur- 

| poſes. 
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poſes of Mercy, and to crown your En- 
deavours with good Succeſs; that, being 
mindful of the important Truſt commit- 
ted to you, as Stewards and Diſpenſers 
of the Bleſſings of GOD to the Poor, 
ye may perſevere in giving this cleareſt 
Evidence of a truly noble and virtuous 
Diſpoſition of Mind: And that, being 
impreſſed with worthy Apprehenſions of 
GOD and of yourſelves, and with juſt 
Sentiments of his Providence, and of 
your own Dependence on his Mercy, ye 
may conſtantly rely on the Truth of his 
Promiſes to thoſe, whoſe Love towards 
Him is ſhewn in Acts of Kindneſs to their 
Fellow-creatures. And that thus labour- 
ing, ye may continue to ſupport the ne- 
ceſſitous and weak; bearing Teſtimony, 
from your own Experience, to the Truth 


of the Words of the Lord Jzsv 5, who 
hath ſaid, 


« IT IS MORE BLESSED TO GIVE, 
THAN TO RECEIVE®,”

The Society ſuſpended their Operations 
until May 1769, partly on account of an 
impending Suit in Equity, commenced 
to recover the Bequeſt made by WILLIAu 
Hicks, of Hamburg, Eſq. 

N. B. This produces the Annual Sum 
of 300]. now in Truſt, and is appro- 
priated, half Part to the fitting out diſ- 
treſt Boys for the Sea Service; the other 
half to the apprenticing poor Girls to 
Trades, in Time of Peace.
